Then 
it was that the son, according to 
his confession made to State Fire 
Marshal MeKenna, came _ to 
Grayling and set fire to the old 
home and, up to this time, suc- 
cessfully evaded detection.

TAKE AWAY PEOPLE'S

“This proclamation,” the Presi- 
dent wrote, “in accordance with the 


adopted by the supervisors ana 
that system prevailed for severa. 
years. 

But many of the people were not 
satisfied with that way of election 
and petitions were presented to 
the board of supervisors in session 
on June 25, 1930 asking that m2m- 
bers of the county board of_road| 


commissioners be selected by pop- 


ular election, the names of candi- 
dates to be placed upo the ballot. 
Accordingly a resolution approv- 
ing the request of the petitioners 
was passed with but one dissent- 
ing vote—Albert Lewis of Fred-. 
eric. 

Since that time the voters have 
selected the members of the com- 
mission by ballot. And now the 
present board of supervisors goes 
back on what was then the wishes 
of the people. We feel that that 
wish still stands. The board of 
supervisors voted to take this au- 
thority from the voters and to 
place it in the power of their own 
organization. 

Just why this lack of confidence 
in our voters isn’t easy to under- 
stand. The members seemed to 
feel justified for their action be- 
cause of what we believe is a 
false apprehension, that by the 
popular vote system the people of 
Grayling would vote only for can- 
didates from this village and that 
soon the other townships of the 
county would be without repre- 
sentation. We cannot believe that 
that is true. We believe that it 
is most important that the board 
bé“iiade up of successful business 
men, and the greater executive 
ability they may have, the better. 
If that man comes from Gray- 

- ling, we would wish his election:

Michigan’s school system will 
receive about $600,000 a year from 
chain store tax revenues as a 
result of the decision of Wayne 
Cirevit Judge Robert M. Toms. 
Judge Toms last week held that 
the 1933 chain store tax was con- 
stitutional. 

Before the new tax law became 
effective, 26 of the larger chain 
store organizations started a suit 
to have the law declared unconsti- 
tutional, and they asked for a 
permanent injunction preventing 
the state from collecting the tax. 

Judge Toms’ decision means that 
these companies will pay approxi- 
mately $600,000 a year to the 
state unless the case is appealed 
and a restraining order secured 
from the Supreme Court. Under 
the law the revenue is apportion- 
ed among the school districts in 
proportion to the number of teach- 
ers employed in the primary 
schools.
